In all his s p e c bes, and he delivered 
more than a score at as many differ­ 
ent places, the colonel shot his sharp 
est arrow s at tho bosses, and at their 
"m isrepresentation of the people. ’ Far 
t leu larly in Cam den did he m ake this 
point. No sooner had he mounted the 
platform In the center of the Thin!
